Anyhow, Detroit did not make any such patch- 
work attempt. When it- decided on the change it 
bought pneumatic-tired busses and scrapped or got 
rid of its solid-tired busses as antiquated equipment. 

When St. Louis officials go to Detroit to look into 
this question it would be well for our Mr. Meade, the 
president of the People’s Motorbus Co., to go along, 
too, and take a few lessons in modern motorbus 
transport: For unless the Detroit man was talking | 
through his hat Mr. Meade, as a motorbus magnate, | 
is behind the times. In his controversy with the | 
Board of Aldermen Mr. Meade has pronounced the 
pneumatic-tired motorbus a failure; said it was used 
only by people inexperienced in the business; de- 
clared it impracticable financially; has told what it 
would cost to make over his solid-tired busses into 
pneumatictired equipment—which, Detroit says, 
isn’t done.
